A proclamation, giving the full pow­ 
ers of the State to the Pennsylvania 
Fuel Commission for enforcing its re­ 
commendations 
for the 
distribution 
and prices of anthracite, was issued 
Wednesday by Governor Sproul, fol­ 
lowing a conference here with Chair­ 
man Ainey and other members of the 
Fuel Commission, in which the results 
of the recent 
conferences with 
the 
operators were reviewed. 
The Governor’s action sets a pre­ 
cedent in this State as the message, 
hacked by all forces and agencies at 
the command of the State, will pre­ 
vent any attempt at profiteering and 
will have a strong tendency toward 
! stabilizing the unsettled coal situation, 
it is believed. 
The dealers and ope­ 
rators will be asked to co-operate in 
an equitable distribution of coal and 
in maintaining the prices fixed by the 
commission. 
The Governor’s Proclamation. 
Governor Sproul’s proclamation, as 
outlined before the official issuance 
in Harrisburg, was as follow’s: 
“Whereas, the State Fuel Commis­ 
sion has made an exhaustive examina­ 
tion of questions of supply, distribu­ 
tion and costs of anthracite coal and 
has determined that the fair price for 
coal shall not exceed the prices which 
obtained in March, 1922, except as to 
the relatively small extent that cer­ 
tain elements of costs not then cov­ 
ered, including public taxes, shall be 
added. 
“And by its ruling tho commission 
has fixed a rate of $8.50 a gross ton 
at the mines as the maximum price 
for so-called prepared sizes of anthra­ 
cite. 
“Therefore, I, 
William 
Cameron 
Sproul, 
Governor of 
the 
Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, has determin­ 
ed to protect, as far as it within my 
power, the interests of our people and 
I do hereby accept, ratify, approve and 
confirm as executive act, for and in 
behalf of the executive authority of 
the Commonwealth, to he acknowledg­ 
ed and sanctioned as such, all of the 
aforementioned decisions an! recom­ 
mendations of the State Fuel C >inrr is- 
sion.”

RECALLS ILLINOIS DIASTER 


Argonaut Gold Shaft Rescue Work 
Like That In Cherry Hill Mine. 


Chicago, 
Sept. 
21.—.Failure 
to 
rescue the 4, 
imprisoned Argonaut 
gold 
miners 
recalled 
the 
frantic 
efforts of miners and citizens to save 
the men and boys who perished in the 
Cherry, 
Ills., 
coal mine 
disaster 
November 22, 1909, and 
the rescue 
alive of twenty-two miners who re­ 
mained entombed in an 
abandoned 
chamber 
eight 
days before 
being 
brought to the surface. 
Two hundred and fifty-eight of the 
565 men working in the Cherry mine 
when it caught fire were killed. 
Twenty-one 
miners 
and a 
boy, 
driven a mile back into the mine by 
flames and heat, 
barricaded them­ 
selves in an abandoned chamber, seal­ 
ing it as best they could against gases 
and damp. 
During their 
self-im­ 
prisonment they lost all count of the 
days and nights. 
They sustained 
themselves on water, which dripped 
from a shaft above, and by 
lapping 
rocks until rescued. 


20 DEAD IN RAIL WRECK
